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Floods Persist

Floods were beginning to 
recede from soggy base¬ 
ments and sloppy roads 
throughout Vancouver Is¬ 
land by late afternoon, Fri¬ 
day, after two days of rec¬ 
ord rainfall. 

From two to nine Inches of 
rain pelted down Thursday and 
Friday to block, flood and wash 
out roads and cause mud slides. 

Higher than normal tempera¬ 
tures which melted snow com¬ 
bined with near record rainfalls 
and high tides to cause heavy 
flooding.

Stanfield on Medicare: 


It’s Provincial Task 


6 Canada First 9 
Bennett Label 


VANCOUVER (Special) — Opposition Leader Stanfield 
said Friday he doesn't agree with critics who claim Premier 
Bennett has separatist leanings because he hasn't attended 
some recent federal-provincial conferences. 

In reply to the question at a press conference here, Stan¬ 
field said: “I can't believe that a man like Mr. Bennett who 
was born in the Maritimes and now lives in the west can be 
anything but a good Canadian." 

Stanfield, who resigned a premier of Nova Scotia to fake 
over as national leader o( the Conservatives last October, 
added: “Over the past 10 years I've attended a number of 
federal-provincial meetings where Mr. Bennett was present 
and I always found him co-operative and understanding so far 
as the rest of the country was concerned."

He said he Imped Prime Minister Pearson would permit 
some opposition members to attend the February conference 
on constitutional matters as observers. The prime minister 
said he would consider such a move when it was. proposed 
recently in the Commons. 

Slanfield said it was vital that Ihe opposition as well as 
the government know first-hand what transpires and what 
view* are expiessed. He had earlier called the February 
federal-provincial conference the “most important of our 
lifetimes." 


Trudeau Promised 
B.C.’s ( o-operation 


Justice Minister Pierre-Elliott 
Trudeau met with Premier 
Bennett Friday only hours after 
B similar meeting with 
Alberta’s Premier Manning to 
discuss the forthcoming federal- 
provincial constitutional confer¬ 
ence. 

Both the premier and the 
federal minister shied at report¬ 
ers' questions. 

“I'm not here publicly," Tru¬ 
deau said. “I'm not seeing the 

press. 

“I’m not granting any inter¬ 
views." * 

Following a 45-minute meeting 
With the premier. Trudeau said 
“we just talked- about the 
conference 1 o come and how we 
envisage it.” 

Premier Bennett said “I’ve 
Just had a very frank discussion 


with the minister from 
Ottawa." 

He said “we reached complete 
agreement." 

Asked for more comment on 
the agreement, the premier 
said, “No further statement.’ 

Trudeau said the complete 
agreement involved a promise 
by the premier to take Trudeau 
into the provincial cabinet If he 
ever deckled to move from 
Ottawa to B.C. 

Trudeau declined to answer 
reporters' questions here about 
the Liberal party leadership 
saying “it would be wrong^for 
me to discuss the political 
leadership." 

Trudeau arrived here from 
F.dmonton where he met with 
Premier Manning Friday morn¬ 
ing.

VANCOUVER— 1 The fed¬ 
eral government must re¬ 
draft its national medicare 
plan, scheduled for imple¬ 
mentation July 1, after 
“genuine consultation” with 
the provinces, Opposition 
Leader Stanfield said here 
Friday. 

Stanfield told reporters that 
the process by which the 
Pearson administration arrived 
at the current medicare scheme 
made a “farce” and a “mock¬ 
ery" of the principle of consul¬ 
tation with the 10 provinces. 
(See also Pages 6, 15.) 

Later, at a 556-a-plate non¬ 
partisan dinner, he told 400 
listeners that a Tory govern¬ 
ment in Ottawa for some time 
to come would give priority to 
economic growth in Canada. 
GRITS INCAPABLE 
He attacked the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment for allowing inflation to 
reach the existing serious 
proportions and said the present 
administration has shown itself 
to be incapable of solving the 
major problems which face 
Canada today. 

"I suggest real consultation 
must be held because medical 
care, after all. falls within the 
jurisdiction of the provinces," 
said Stanfield at the airport 
press conference. 

TOUR PRINCIPLES 
After the federal government 
settled on the four principles on 
which medicare is based, Stan¬ 
field said, provincial spokesmen 
tried in vain to obtain a meeting 
to discuss the matter with 
federal authorities. They were 
faced with a solid “take-it-or- 
leave-it" attitude. 

Stanfield attacked Finance 
Minister Sharp’s inconsistency 
in, on the one hand, urging 
provincial governments to exer¬ 
cise fiscal restraint, and on the 
other, attempting to force a 
costly medicare program upon 
the country. 

FUNDS DIVERTED 
Most of the provinces oppose 
a medicare plar starting July 1, 
the Tory leader said, 'because 
this would mean diverting funds 
from other projects which they 
consider hold a higher priority 
Thi" threatens “a serious 
deterioration" of federal provin¬ 
cial relations, Stanfield said, at 
a time with constitution talks 
scheduled for early February 
when accord with the provinces 
is vital to Canadian unity.

Liquor Prices Rise 
Twice in Month 


Retail liquor prices were increased by a B.C. 
cabinet order-in-council passed Friday. 

The retail price list was revised upwards last 
month following federal government tax increases. 

A new price list approved Friday raised prices 
from five to 45 cents on more than 170 brands. 
Most Increases were in the 5-10 cent range. There 
were also a few reductions, of between five and 30 
cents. 

Prices on most 12-ounce size ryes and gins 
went from $2.40 to $2.45. Prices increased from 
$4.70 to $4.80 on most 25-ounce bottles. 


According to officials most of 
the snow is now gone except 
from the high levels, and even 
repeated storms are unlikely to 
cause the havoc that came in 
the wake of Thursday's rain. 

Predictions of Port Renfrew 
residents came true Thursday 
and Friday, when some 30 
families and 175 men on an 
island in Harrison Cove at the 
mouth of the San Juan River 
were completely isolated.

“It was touch and go foe a 
while there,” said B.C. Forest 
Products engineer Burley Bow¬ 
ler. "It looked like the bridge 
might go Friday afternoon, but 
I think it'll still be there in th* 1 
morning. 

BRIDGE CLOSED 

“How much good it will be. 
and how soon it will be in use is 
a different matter, though.” 

The bridge, which local resi- 
dents want replaced because 
they claim it is dangerous, was 
closed by provincial highways 
department crews Friday. 

Some 200 men were thrown 
out of work, when they could 
not cross the bridge to work.

insider" at the White House 
under three Democratic presi¬ 
dents, to succeed Robert 
McNamara by March 1 as 
secretary of defence.

A suave, silver-haired man 
of 61, Clifford told newsmen 
he much preferred to be an 
outside adviser to the Presi¬ 
dent, and told Johnson so. 

But. he said, “when the 
President of the United States 
looks you straight Sn the eye 
and say* aa President of the 
cowitry, ‘I ask you as a 
citizen to take this assign¬ 
ment,' then I cannot conceive 
of anyone having but one 
answer — yes."

Johnson made the an¬ 
nouncement at a hastily-called 
White House news conference. 
He tapped Clifford Friday 
from among four or five men 
McNamara had suggested as 
his successor in one of the 
most demanding and exhaust¬ 
ing jobs in Washington. 

McNamara announced in 
November he was quitting

tively bleeding" stomach ulcer. 


NEW YORK (AP) — An au¬ 
dacious band at Grand Banks 
fishermen watched the rescue of 
all 16 persons aboard the strick¬ 
en Dutch freighter Ocean Sprin¬ 
ter Friday, then braved North 
Atlantic wind and waves to 
seize the derelict as a prize of 
the sea. 

The 312-ton trawler, Zebrein- 
ney. put men aboard the Ocean 
Sprinter and took her briefly in 
tow. But the line broke and the 
freighter, without lights, drifted 
alist through the blackness of 
the ocean night.

“We are waiting until morn¬ 
ing and will put a 'line aboard 
again at dawn if the weather, 
permit s.” the Zebreinney's 
skipper, Capt James Chayter, 
said. 

Asked if he considered her a 
salvage prize, Capt. Chayter re¬ 
plied: “Yes. We only hope to 
God we get her in." 

The drama at the little 
trawler boldly seeking to make 
captive a ship four times her 
size overshadowed Hie rescue of 
15 men and one woman from 
the Ocean Sprinter after three 
days at the mercy of the cruel 
sea.

The tug Clyde was en route to 
the scene 245 miles off New¬ 
foundland, commissioned to sal¬ 
vage the freighter. 

Capt. Chayter was asked if he 
would make way for the Clyde 
upon her arrival, or whether he 
would seek to retain his prize. 

“If we get a towline on her/' 
he replied, “under no circum¬ 
stances would we give the tow- 
lm* up/* 


The Zebreinney Is a 142-foot 
trawler out at Tropassey, Nfld. 
She has 14 men aboard. 

Capt. Chayter said the U.S. 
coast guard asked him to stand 
by after one of its cutters had a 
lifeboat smashed during the res¬ 
cue of the Ocean Sprinter's 
crew. 

"We were more manoeuvera- 


We,” Chayter explained. “We 
would have had no difficulty in 
aiding the Ocean Sprinter." 

However, all survivors were 
taken aboard the coast guard 
cutter, climaxing a chain of ill- 
fortune that plagued the Ocean 
Sprinter ever since she set out 
on a transatlantic voyage eight 
days ago from Summerside, 
P.E.I.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
—Powerful members of Con¬ 
gress greeted President John¬ 
son's selection of Washington 
lawyer Clark Clifford as sec¬ 
retary of defence with en¬ 
thusiasm. Vietnam dove Sen. 
J. William Fuibright was the 
cheerleader. 


“He will make an excellent 
defence secretary and he will 
be capable of re-evaluating 
policies,” the Arkansas Demo¬ 
crat said “It is an outstand¬ 
ing appointment. I didn’t know 
he'd accept it." 

Fuibright said he did not 
know Clifford's views on Viet¬ 
nam but he described him as 
a "reasonable" man who was 
“willing to listen." He pre¬ 
dicted he would be a "team 
player."

Chairman L. Mendel Rive rat 
(D—S.C.) of the House armefl" 
services committee, applauded 
the selection. He is in till 
“hawk” category. 

"I believe the President ha* 
made a very wise choice,” be 
said in a statement issued by 
the committee. “I've known 
Clark Clifford for many year* 
and I’m confident that the de¬ 
fence of the nation will be in 
good hands." 
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NEW DELHI (LAT) — An 
official spokesman of the Indian 
government said Friday that 
the U.S. cuuld expect no help 
from the International Control 
Commission in deciding what to 
do about Viet Cong use of 
Cambodian territory in the 
Vietnam war. 

"Our government's aim is not 
to coritain the war in Vietnam, 
but to see peace restored 
throughout Indochina," the offi¬ 
cial spokesman said. 

The Indian spokesman's 
statement was in accord with 
Cambodian head of state Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk's negative 
response to American efforts-to 
get him to request a beefing up 
of the three-nation commission, 
of which India is chairman. 

The official spokesman said: 
“The commission cannot take 
on the job of safeguarding the 


safety of Cambodia all along th* 
boWer." 

The ICC was set up under th* 
Geneva agreements of 1954 a* 
an investigative and advisory 
agency with no official enforce¬ 
ment powers. Composed at 
representatives from India, 
Canada and Poland, its reoom- 
mendations hinge on the Indiao 
vote, since Canada nearly 
always sides with the Amert- 
cans and Poland with th* 
communists.

Ottawa has been unable to 
convince people of the need for 
restraint, Stanfield said, be¬ 
cause the government itself 
showed no inclination to res¬ 
traint. 


"The resort to increase in 
taxation — while it might be 
dressed up as an anti-inflation¬ 
ary measure — was really 
necessary in order to pay the 
bills, to cover the spending 
programs to which the govern¬ 
ment was already committed or 
which were underway," the 
speaker said. 

"Second, the government had 
temporized with the inflation 
problem for so long that by the 
time of its mini-budget, inflation 
was accompanied by an in¬ 
crease in unemployment and 
some clear signs of a levelling 
off of the economy. It was 
clearly unable to take expan¬ 


sionary measures to reduce 
unemployment. And it had to be 
wary in bringing In its anti- 
inflationary measures for fear 
of encouraging recession." 

Thirdly, Stanfield said, the 
government was unable to take 
certain obvious steps — such as 
postponement of medicare — 
for policy reasons of its own. 

He said: "The medicare issue 
is a tangled web in which old 
commitments, cabinet com¬ 
promises, ambition, idealism, 
ideology and an instinct for the 
political jugular all play a part 
In the considerations of the 
present government. The high¬ 
est political motives, and the 
lowest, are in operation.”

Pearson Makes Pledge 
To Keep Dollar Strong 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime Min- 
te? Pearson declared Friday 
that Canada will keep its dollar 
strong against what he called 
"temporary fluctuations" in the 
foreign exchange market. 

He delivered a formal reas¬ 
surance to counter a wave of 
speculation against Canadian 
currency, prompted by the U.S. 
controls on foreign Investments. 

OFF THE CUFF 

The prime minister covered a 
batch of other subjects off the 
cuff at an afternoon news con¬ 
ference, but he went to a care¬ 
fully-prepared statement when 
he was asked about the dollar. 

He said it is a matter "of 
great importance and great del¬ 
icacy,” and he would not want 
his reply to be misinterpreted. 

The dollar has been trading 
this week close to its minimum 

permitted rate under the Inter- 


national agreement Canada 
made at the time of the 1962 de¬ 
valuation. 

It is pegged at 92.50 cents in 
terms of the United States dol¬ 
lar, and the Bank of Canada 
sells U.S. currency out of its 
foreign exchange reserves as 
necessary to prevent it slipping 
more than one per cent below 
92.50. 

This makes the bottom end of 
the trading range 91.57, and the 
dollar hovered near the mark 
Thursday and Friday. 

It was reported that the cen¬ 
tral bank had sold about $L50,- 
000,000 from official reserves to 
prevent a further fall. 


Avalanche Kills 

VIENNA (UPI) — Six skiers 
were killed, U badly injured and 
36 slightly hurt by a 500-foot¬ 
wide avalanche which swept 
dawn over a distance of neariy 
a mile to Dotoy Kubto, Czecho¬ 
slovakia, the Czech news agency 
CTH reported.

The other two statements are 
true, within limits. 

The point is that we catch 
cold from encountering various 
cold viruses. Having the cold 
confers a temporary immunity 
to that particular type of cold — 
hut we can catch a different 
cold from some other virus.

South riding, Mr. Smith was a 


member of the Allxtrla legis¬ 
lature between 1954 and 1957. He

OTTAWA (CP) — Vice-presi¬ 
dent H. R. Grinnell of the Cana¬ 
dian Amateur Ski Association 
said Friday as he hopes world 
skiers have opened the door to 
changes in the Olympic oath. 

Mri Grinnell told a panel dis¬ 
cussion the International Ski 
Federation won Its fight at a 
New York meeting Thursday to 
have its own eligibility rules 
adopted as an addition to the 


Olympic pledge that skiers must 
sign before competing in the 
Olympics in France next month. 

The federation met with 
Avery Brundage of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee and 
It was reported that skiers were 
prepared to have their competi¬ 
tions considered as a world 
meet rather than Olympic 
events if their conditions were 
not met. »

That brought a new rule which stated that a curler must 
not cross tiie nearest hog line on his sliding foot No sower had 
It been put Into effect than some sliders Invented ways to 
circumvent it. Some did it by stepping over the line and 
continuing their slide, others by jumping over and some even 
perfected an agile switch which made it possible for them to 
slide over on the other foot. 

It proved beyond any doubt that there are curlers, and many 
of the guilty ones were at the top level of ability, who will 
deliberately bend or break rules to their advantage, and It 
forced file present rule which states that no part of a curlers’ 
body or equipment can project over the nearest hog line before 
he has come to a complete stop in the delivery of his rock. 

This one is difficult to circumvent but It does get broken. 
Many who break the rule do not mean to, but in trying to take 
fullest possible advantage. They do sometimes slide over the 
line. Inasmuch us no one can judge who misjudged and who did 
It deliberately, it has to be called on everyone. 

Anyone who feels otherwise has no argument at all. If the 
rule isn’t a good one, then discard it and let the rocks be 
delivered from anywhere, but as long as ft is in the book it 
should be enforced. No skip would permit an opposing skip to 
use his players out off turn but breaking the rule which gives 
the order in which rocks must be delivered is certainly no 
worse than breaking any other rule. It is not really our 
privilege anywhere In life to decide which laws can be br o k en 
and which must be obeyed. H we do make the decision then we 
shouldn’t complain about having to pay the penalty.

evacuated. 

Some homes In the city's 
TownsKe area are inundated, 
and Kurt Peter of Marchmont 
Road said "They talk about 
flood control, but nothing is 
being done.” 

"This is ridiculous. They 
should come down here and 
have a look. 

"I spoke to a fellow who has 
lived here for the past 20 years 
and he told me he has never 
seen the water so high." 

Salmon on Road 

Mr. Peter’s next door neigh¬ 
bor, H. E - . Day, commented “I 
know they are trying, but we 
think the city should have done 
more.” 

In his opinion the lengthening 
of the dike would keep flood 
waters from two site roads.

The reeve said the co-opera¬ 
tion between the city and the 
municipality was very good and 
a meeting with the deputy 
minister for water resources is 
planned for the near future. 

Duncan Mayor Jim Quaife 
said the city's sewage lagoon 
near the Cowichan River is 100 
per cent safe. 

Some problems are being 
experienced at the end of the 
dike along the river, but mem¬ 
bers of the Duncan Kinsmen 
Club and City works crews will 
work to strengthen the dike. 

At Lake Cowichan part of the 
main road was not passable for 
traffic Friday afternoon and 
some homes had flooded base¬ 
ments.

Rocks Ottawa Boat

OTTAWA (CP) — The question of whether diplomatic 
courtesy was ignored by Gabon in an invitation for Quebec 
to send a representative to an international conference an 
education is under study by the federal government. 

An external affairs spokesman said Friday foe facts in the 
matter are being sought and it would be up to External 
Affairs Minister Martin to make any statement or take any 
action. Gabon is a former French colony In West Africa. 

The invitation is to an educational conference, and Quebec 
Premier Daniel Johnson said his province can make its own 
international agreements on matters such as education.

Retail liquor prices were iMieased by m B.C. 
cabinet order-in-council passed Friday. 

The retail price list was revised upwards last 
month following federal government tax increases. 

A new price list approved Friday raised prices 
from five to 45 cents on more than 170 brands.
